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Fate of Forests Must Be Studied 
The importance of the bill recently introduced in the na- 
tional Congress by Congressman Harry Sheppard of this dis- 
trict is emphasized in the following comment by the San Ber- 


nardino Sun: 
“‘Conaressman Harry R. Sheppard has introduced a bill 


at Washington to provide for $15,000,000 appropriation, 
over a 10-year period, for fire protection, soil erosion and 
flood control in the national forests of Southern California. 

‘‘Because of the long dry periods and the vast num- 


ber of persons who visit the recreational areas, the South- 
ern California forests present a serious problem, It should 
be apparent to any observer that unless adequate fire pre- 
vention methods are employed a large portion of the for- 
est area will be waste land within another half a century. 

“Phe government must turn to water to fight moun- 
tain fires. Certainly there has been a sufficient demon- 
stration in the San Bernardino mountains during the past 
30 years that fires cannot be successfully fought by mere 
assembly of man-power. Shovels are no longer proper 
equipment; firebreaks are useless. 

‘There must be many miles of pipe lines at strategic 
points and an adequate supply of water, 

“The federal government at Washington does not un- 


derstand the problem of the Southern California forests. 
Unlike the other national forests, they are almost exclus- 
ively recreational areas. There are few lumber opera- 


tions and little grazing—the chief operations in other na- 
tional forests. 

‘“More than 2,000,000 people visited the national for- 
ests of Southern California last year. 


‘We sometimes wonder if the Southern California for- 
ests belong in the forest service, or whether they should 
be transferred to the national park serviee of the depart- 
ment of interior. 

““There is a deplorable shortage in public camping facil- 


ities in the San Bernardino national forest, as compared 
with the national parks in California. The national parks 


are far ahead of the national forests in facilities for the 
eare of these who seek recreation. 

‘his is not a proposal that an attempt be made to 
switch the forests from the forest service to the park ser- 


vice, but it is a suggestion that the communities involved 
should baa to place before the forest service the fact 
that adequate facilities for recreation and fire fighting are 
not provided. Perhaps the Southern California commun- 
ities have been lax in not forcing to the attention of the 
forest service the difference in the problems that confront 
the San Bernardino, Angeles and Cleveland forests. 
‘(Mhere is nothing more important to the future of 

Southern California than Mr. Sheppard’s bill.”’ 

Undoubtedly the matter of protection from fire and water 
resulting from disasters originating in the mountains is one of 
the major concerns of Southern California. This has been em- 
phasized several times within the past very few years. And 
to the residents of the cities along the foothills it is of greatest 
coneern. Millions of dollars in damage and the loss of lives 
have been the toll of both fire and water and the same threat 
will continue until something is done to remedy the situation. 

Improved park facilities are also important. When more 
than two million persons visit an area in one year for recrea- 
tion in the mountains of this district they are entitled to the 
same conveniences and protection as visitors to other national 
parks are afforded.
